Pair each 4’/? mm (USA 7) and 6 mm (USA 10) 
needles. 4 (4, 4. 5, 5. 6, 6] buttons. 

Tension 

On 6 mm needles, 18 sts and 22 rows to 10 cm 
(patt), 15 sts and 20 rows to 10 cm (stocking st). 

Abbreviations

row P; tog = together: inc= increase by working into 
front and back of st: dec = decrease by working 2 sts 
together: beg = beginning: alt=alternate;

81, 
86j sts).

SLEEVES 



With AV? mm needles, cast on 23 [25, 27. 27, 29. 31 , 
31 j sts and work in rib as on Back for 4 [4, 5, 5, 5, 6, 
6j cm, ending with row 1 . 

56, 71, 76, 81 and 86 cm sizes: Increase 
row— (Rib 1 . Ml) 2 [6, 3, 10, lOj times, (rib 2, Ml) 9 
[7, 1 1 , 5, 5j times, (rib 1 , Ml) 2 (6, 3. 10, lOj times, rib 
1 (36 [46, 46, 56, 56j Sts). 

61 and 66 cm sizes: Increase row — Rib [2, 1j, * 
Ml, rib [2, 3j: rep from * to last [3, 2j sts. Ml. rib to 
end (36 sts). 

All sizes: Change to 6 mm needles and patt as on 
56 cm size of Back, shaping sides by Inc 1 st at each 
end of 7th [7th, 7th.

MAKE UP 



Do not press. Join shoulder seams. Place centre of 
cast-off edge of sleeves to shoulder seams, then sew 
Sleeves to Back and Fronts. Join side and sleeve 
seams. 

Button Border 

With 4V? mm needles, cast on 7 sts. 

Row 1— (RS). K2. (PI , K1) twice. K1 . 

Row 2— K1 , (PI , K1) 3 times. 

Rep these 2 rows until Border, when slightly 
stretched, fits up Left Front for Girl, Right Front for 
Boy and round to centre back neck, sewing in place 
as you go along. Cast off in rib. 

Mark position of 4 [4, 4, 5, 5, 6, 6j buttons on Button 
Border with pins to ensure even spacing, first to 
come 1 cm up from lower edge, last to come 1 cm 
below start of front slope shaping and remainder 
spaced evenly between. 

Buttonhole Border 

Work as for Button Border with the addition of 4 [4, 4, 
5, 5, 6, 6j buttonholes to correspond with pins on 
Button Border. 

To make a buttonhole: (RS), rib 2, cast off 2, rib to 
end and back casting on 2 over those cast off. 

Sew on buttons.
